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While perhaps an unknown subject for most numismatists, 
the Shroud of Turin has steadily grown in notoriety in the 
scientific community and in the interests of this article's authors. 
It now seems a certainty that in the fall of theyear, we, along with 
other scientists from around the world, will be given the rare 
opportunity to examine, in great scientific detail, the cloth which 
many believe wrapped the body of jesus of Nazareth after he was 
taken down from the cross nearly two thousand years ago. While 
the body of research regarding the Shroud has reached massive 
proportions, our singular intention is to provide an outline of the 
facts supporting the cloth's authenticity and set the stage for its 
accompanying numismatic mystery. It is hoped that our 
speculations may solicit responses from the learned numismatic 
community which will shed further light on this aspect of the 
subject. 


The Mystery Unfolds 

The documented itinerary of the cloth 
we know today as the Shroud of Turin 
goes back to,the 1350's where it sudden- 
ly appeared in the family of Geoffrey de 
Charny, a French Knight of Lirey. How it 
arrived there and from whence It came 
remains a mystery even today, although 
British historian Ian Wilson has done a 
fine job of reconstructing a history for It 
back to Palestine at the time of Christ. ^ 
From the time of its appearance in Lirey 
through its stay In Chambery, France 
(where a tragic fire left the scars visible 
today) and to its present location in 
Turin, Italy, the Shroud has had a rather 
large following of believers who 
thought the Shroud authentic. These 
believers, however, were far out- 
numbered by those who thought the 
Shroud simply a clever forgery by a 
misguided, albeit well intentioned, 
medieval artist.. .that is until 1898. 

In that year an Italian photographer, 
Secunda Pia, a resident of Turin, was 
commissioned by Church authorities to 
photograph the Shroud for the first time 
in its history. Using large glass plates, Pia 
exposed his emulsion to the Shroud and 
returned home to his photographic 
facilities to begin the long developing 
process. Under the red light of his dark 
room, Pia watched with astonishment 
as faint Images began to emerge from 
the otherwise black plates. He was 
witnessing the first of many revelations 
the Shroud had in store for the 20th 


century: on what should have been a 
negative with the usual distorted Images 
appeared a perfect positive image (see 
Fig. 1). 

Pia's discovery made headlines 
around the world, and quite naturally 
the sceptical scientific community 
became interested in these most un- 
usual photographs. A commission of 
scientists headed by Yves Delage began 
an intensive study of the Pia plates in an 
attempt to answer three basic questions: 
1) Could the Shroud be 2000 years old? 2) 
Was the image in fact the image of a 
human body? and 3) Could the Imageon 
the cloth be that of Jesus of Nazareth? 
Delage reported the findings of the 
commission to the French Academy of 
Sciences in 1902. Summarized, the 
results of the study concluded that the 
Shroud could in fact be 2000 years old; 
the image must have been made by a 
dead human body — death by crucifix- 
ion; and finally, because of the 
phenomenal agreement with the gospel 
accounts of the passion and death, the 
Image must have been made by the dead 
body of the historical figure, Jesus of 
Nazareth, as it lay in the tomb. 

This statement by reputable scientists, 
the best in their fields, is a haunting one 
even today. Because of the unusual 
nature of the image on the cloth, one 
which is an anomaly, men of learning 
have asked the inevitable question, 
'"How was the image formed?" Paul 
VIgnon, a member of Delage's commis-

sion, made many observations about the 
characteristics of the image, the most 
important being that the image seemed 
to be present even where the cloth 
could not have been in contact with the 
body. After investigating many possible 
causes for the Image, Vignon decided 
that the process must have been the 
vaporization of body excretions. 
Through a diffusion process, these 
vapors eventually made contact with the 
cloth and stained on the Image visible 
today. Modern science, however, has 
great reason to doubt this process as the 
one involved. 

Modern Revelations 

During this century, men of science, 
history, and medicine have built on the 
original observations and comments of 
Delage's commission. Many of the 
theories and findings of these years can 
be found in the now classic work of Dr. 
Pierre Barbet, A Doctor at Calvary.^ 
Because of the availability of so many 
books on the subject (see, for example, 
footnotes 3 and 4), discussion here will 
be limited to the startling discoveries 
made in the 1970's. 

In 1969, discussions in Turin turned to 
a possible television exposition to be 
aired sometime in the early 70's. It had 
been 36 years since the last exposition of 
the Shroud and the Turin authorities felt 
that the largest possible audience could 
be reached through the television 


media. The biggest concern of the 
authorities, however, was whether the 
powerful lights necessary for such an 
exposition would damage the Shroud. 
To answer this question, the Shroud was 
taken out of its reliquary and tests were 
performed to determine the effects of 
bright lights on the cloth. 

As it turns out, these tests were not the 
only ones conducted at that time. The 
Turin authorities had commissioned a 
group of scientists to perform certain 
tests on the Shroud to see If any new 
information could be found. The group 
commissioned was somewhat dis- 
organized and unprepared to examine 
the cloth, but nevertheless performed a 
few tests to see if certain stains on the 
cloth were made by human blood. 
These tests, unfortunately, proved in- 
conclusive. 

As a result of the 1969 tests, a decision 
was made to go ahead with the televi- 
sion exposition and it was scheduled for 
1973. During the exposition, the group 
who examined the cloth in 1969 again 
viewed the cloth. Even though their 
report, finally published in 1975 in Italian 
and translated to English in late 1976, left 
a very dissatisfied feeling in the minds of 
most interested scientists, new informa- 
tion had, indeed, been discovered. For 
instance, pollen fragments were found 
on the Shroud which showed the cloth 
had been exposed to the open air in 
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Palestine at some time in its history. (In 
Its known history the Shroud has never 
been outside France and Italy.) In- 
terestingly, the image, thought for years 
to permeate the cloth, was found to exist 
only on the surface fibers of the surface 
threads. And finally, color photographs 
of the cloth were made available for the 
first time. It is important to note that 
because of these new findings and the 
work done since 1974, it appears very 
unlikely that the images could have 
been formed by an organic stain. 
Authors’ Research 

The authors of this article have been 
engaged In a spare-time research 
program on the Shroud since 1974, and 
like Delage’s Commission, have drawn 
all observations from photographs of 
the Shroud images. It is surprising just 
how much information is available from 
the photographic record which started 
with Secunda Pia. Though a variety of 
studies has been conducted, discussion 
here will be confined to those obser- 
vations which led to the numismatic 
mystery of the Shroud. 

We have concentrated most of our 
efforts on investigating Vignon’s obser- 
vation that the image seemed to be 
present even where the cloth could not 
have touched the body. In this regard, 
we constructed a full scale cloth model 
of the Shroud in an attempt to see if 
there was in fact a mathematically quan- 
tifiable relationship between the image 
intensities on the Shroud and the dis- 
tances it must have been from the body 
(if It was a body which the Shroud 
enfolded). Having this model, we were 
able to carefully wrap human subjects 
inside the cloth in such a way as to match 
all body features in the image above the 
corresponding anatomy of the subject. 
Having the subject properly enshroud- 
ed, it was a simple matter to measure the 
distance various portions of the Image 
on the cloth were from the subject 
beneath. Using a microdensitometer (a 
machine capable of accurately measur- 
ing image intensities on photographic 
transparencies), we measured the densi- 
ty of corresponding locations on the 
image by scanning photographic plates 
of the Shroud which were taken in 1933. 
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Figure 2. The mathematical correlation which 
relates image intensity (plotted as relative 
opacity) versus distance from the cloth to the 
body. 

The results of this experiment sur- 
prisingly produced the mathematical 
correlation of the image represented in 
the curve shown in Fig. 2.5 We had, for 
the first time, shown hard evidence that 
Vignon’s observation was a physical fact 
and in so doing showed that our 
assumption, that a body enshrouded in 
the cloth had produced the image on it, 
was scientifically provable. This curve 
(Fig. 2) represented, we think, the first 
solid mathematical means of testing 
various hypotheses about the formation 
process and thus the origin of the image. 

Our first attempts at using the 
resulting curve would not have been 
nearly as useful were it not for our 
fortunate meeting with a fellow scien- 
tist, Bill Mottern. Mottern introduced us 
to a recently developed instrument 
known as Interpretation Systems, VP-8 
Image Analyzer. The results of using this 
machine made the distance relationship 
of Fig. 2 vividly demonstrable. One of 
the functions of the versatile VP-8 is to 
plot on an x-y-z display a mathematical 
'‘brightness’’ surface which displays im- 
age intensity in relief. The result is what 
appears to be a three-dimensional im- 
age (similar to what is referred to in 
Mechanical Drawing as an isometric) 
displayed on a television-like screen. 
The resulting image can be revolved and 
tilted to any number of viewing 
locations. When we analyzed the

Shroud images, we obtained the results 
shown in Figs. 3 and 4. I think you will 
have to agree that the distance Informa- 
tion encoded into the image Is so uni- 
form and regular that a well propor- 
tioned three-dimensional image of the 
man of the Shroud can be seen. We call 
this property of the Shroud its “three- 
dimensionality.'" 

In one of our investigations using the 
VP-8, we reduced the relief of the image 
to correspond to the slope of Fig. 2 at 
about the mid-point of the curve. The 
result of this process Is shown in Fig. 5, 
which, surprisingly, revealed objects 
resting on the eyes — objects which 
resembled small disks or “buttons." 

At first we thought the objects might 
simply be the result of someone 
somewhere In the history of the Shroud 
attempting to paint on some eyes. The 
position of these round spots, however, 
doesn't accurately reflect such an 
attempt. Further, we made color scans 
through the eyes on color photographs 
taken In 1973. The result was that the 
color of the disks was identical to the 
color of the rest of the Image. It seemed 
impossible for an “artist" to reproduce 
this color so perfectly. Facing us was the 
realization that these images were 


formed from something resting on the 
eyes, but what? 

Using the curve in Fig. 2 and com- ^ 

paring the Intensities on each side of the 
boundaries of these objects, we were 
able to conclude that their thickness was 
approximately 1-5 mm, and the average 
diameter of the objects was ap- 
proximately 14mm. Further, the objects 
were decidely flat, which can be shown i 

from a contour map of the densities of 
the face.^ In summary, then, the objects 
are circular, about the same size, and 
flat. 

In an attempt to identify the kinds of 
things that might well be on the eyes of a i 

dead man, we consulted Jewish burial ^ 

customs prevalent at the time of Jesus , 

and found that it was customary for the 
Jews to place objects (potsherds — i 

pottery fragments — or coins) over the 
eyes of their dead.^ It is interesting that 
this custom was allowed even on the 
Sabbath when washing was not. ^ 

(Notably, the body of the man of the i 

Shroud was uncleaned; if this Is in fact 
the body of Jesus, it may not have been ^ 

washed because of the onset of the 
Sabbath noted in John.® Washing of the 
body was considered work while placing 
objects on the eyes apparently

prevented work. This practice kept the 
eyes from opening due to rigor mortis 
and therefore negated the necessity of 
closing the eyes, which was considered 
work.) 

Could these objects then be coins? If 
the two alternatives are either coins or 
potsherds, it's more likely that In such an 
apparently hurried burial, those present 
would probably have coins rather than 
pottery to break. What coins then would 
be the most likely candidates? 

When we mentioned our coin theory 
to friend Ian Wilson, he, being 
somewhat of a coin buff, immediately 
looked into what coins might have been 
used if the Shroud was genuine. The 
result of his study produced the 
possibility of a Jewish bronze lepton of 
Pontius Pilate minted from 29-31 AD. 
One of Ian's observations was that this 
coin was acceptable as a temple offering 
(because it lacked the Image of Caesar) 
and was therefore likely to be in the 
possession of orthodox Jews. Rather 
amazingly, the size and shape of the 
lepton are perfect (see Fig. 6). Ad- 
ditionally, the observation of what 
appears to be a backward question mark 
on the object on the left eye seems to 
correspond to the striking (Augur's 
wand) on a lepton! Intriguing points, 
but to date still inconclusive. 

Where Do We Go From Here? 

Since the Shroud itself offers so many 
questions that need to be answered, the 


matter of these ''coins" may, at first, 
seem to be quite trivial. But is it really? If, 
for example, the disk-like Images were 
positively found to have been caused by 
coins minted in 29-31 AD, wouldn't that 
then date the image and the Shroud? 
This Is certainly an exciting possibility 
and one which, for us, warrants serious 
consideration upon examination of the 
Shroud first hand In the fall. 

The many tests we intend to perform 
include exacting photographic studies 
under controlled scientific conditions, 
and x-ray fluorescence analysis of the 
Images, the photographs will be used 
for sophisticated image analysis and 
enhancement studies, while the x-ray 
fluorescence tests are designed to dis- 
cover the atomic composition of the 
image. 

With the photographic work, we hope 
to obtain very fine quality pictures 
which, among other things, can be used 
to take much of the noise out of the 
image, noise present, for example, from 
the weave pattern of the cloth. If we are 
successful, perhaps the vague 
suggestions of structure on the disks can 
be identified positively and matched 
with known coin candidates. 

As mentioned before, the origin of 
the image Is no longer thought to be 
organic. Many reputable scientists now 
feel the source of the image, however 
unbelievable, seems likely to be a ther- 
mal discoloration — a scorch. If you will.^ 
Could the energy necessary to cause 
such a scorch have been sufficient to 
glean off a few metal particles from a 
"coin" and transfer them to the cloth? 
Well, whether this happened or not, we 
would like to include in our x-ray 
fluorescence testing scans over the eyes 
to determine if there are any deposits of 
various metal particles to suggest the 
presence of coins. 

Of course, to do a proper job, we 
should know what kinds of coins we 
might be able to match up. Is the lepton 
the strongest candidate? What other 
coins might be as likely or more likely? 
What is the metallic composition of 
these candidates? 
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John Hunter of ANA's Certification 
Service made several suggestions of ad- 
ditional possibilities for the coins after 
his reading of this article, which are also 


illustrated here. As students of 
numismatics, what coins do you feel may 
have rested on the eyes of the man of the 
Shroud as he lay In the tomb?

The Making of a Medal 


by Edward R. Grove, ANA 55462 

Art medal is a term for a medal whose design is in comparatively high relief, 
and which is struck at least three times by the press to bring up the full 
sculptural quality of the design. In contrast a low relief coin medal is produced 
with a single strike of the press. With the popularity of collecting art medals 
on the increase, there has been an accompanying growing interest in their 
conceptual, sculptural, and mechanical phases of reproduction. This paper 
will attempt to acquaint the reader with those processes. 

The example utilized here is one of a series of thirty medals on the events 
and personages of World War II for which 1 was commissioned by Presidential 
Art Medals. Each issue in the series was released near the 25th anniversary of 
the event illustrated. On this, the 18th issue in the series, is featured the 
portrait of General of the Army Omar N. Bradley on the obverse, and "The 
St. L6 Breakout" on the reverse.

The first step in creating a medal is 
usually making rough pencil sketches. 
Patient research plays a large part here. 1 
usually base the portrait on as many 
photographs and interpretations in 
other media as I can find. They help me 
capture the personality of the subject in 
my sketch. 

1 looked through a wide assortment of 
pictorial material at the Pentagon and 
the Free Library in Philadelphia, as well 
as in my own collection of many il- 
lustrated histories of World War 11 , 
without finding the particular combina- 
tion of pose, expression, and uniform I 
wanted for the design of the portrait. 
Finally I wrote directly to the General 
and told him what I had in mind, and he 
cordially sent me a glossy photo of the 
exact pose I wanted (Fig. 1). 

Research material also helped me 


choose the moment of maximum drama 
and authenticity for the illustration on 
the reverse side. For this I chose one of 
the most famous combat paintings of 
World War II, Tank Breakthrough at St. U, 
by Ogden M. Pleissner (Fig. 2.) Through 
the kindness of E. Robert Hunter, direc- 
tor of the Norton Gallery and School of 
Art in West Palm Beach, I received Mr. 
Pleissner's permission to use portions of 
his large oil to compose my circular 
vignette. 

The sketches were refined and sub- 
mitted to the client for approval and 
suggestions. I was given considerable 
latitude in the designing of the series so 
that a desirable balance between har- 
mony and variety could be achieved. 
Both sketches (Fig. 3), the obverse and 
the reverse, were approved by my spon- 
sors, and I was able to move into the 
second phase: sculpture. 
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The sculpture involved in an art 
medal is essentially a bas-relief tech- 
nique; the raised surface, which lies 
somewhere between the flatness of 
drawing and the roundness of sculpture, 
is modeled to create the illusion of depth 
by the simplest possible means. This is 
where the technical virtuosity of the 
medallic sculptor is essential. Each has 
his own method. 1 developed the follow- 
ing procedures through study, observa- 
tion, and experience. I began this phase 
with two blank, circular, plaster slabs, 
one for the obverse and one for the 
reverse side of the medal. Cast from a 
master mold, each plaster slab is 10 
inches in diameter, with a shoulder that 
extends beyond the edge for protection 
and easy handling. The surface is slight- 
ly concave and for this reason is called a 
plaster basin. I transferred the finished 
design from the sketch onto the surface 
of the plaster basin by means of an 
opaque projector. The image was traced 
with a hard pencil (Fig. 4) and the 
lettering carefully outlined with a steel 
scriber. I dusted the surface thoroughly 
and then lacquered it to seal the plaster 
pores and permit the adhesion of the 
plastiline to the plaster. I modeled the 
portrait or vignette in this plastiline, the 
finest and hardest grade available, to 
obtain the maximum crispness of detail. 
Then I applied the plastiline onto the 
plaster, over the pencilled tracing (Fig. 
5), locating and shaping the principal 
features — brow, nose, eyes, ear, etc. — 
with small wooden and wire modeling 
tools. Since only the outlines of the 
drawing remain visible, the design was 
re-projected periodically as the work 
progressed. 

Gradually, as the relief took shape, I 
was able to concentrate on mood and 
expression (Fig. 6). However, since 
modeling of details is limited when 
working with even the hardest 
plastiline, much detail, as well as the 
lettering, must be left for the next two 
steps, the first of which is the negative 
plaster. 

A three-inch fence (or band) of sheet 
aluminum or heavy vinyl (shown in Fig. 
7) was fitted snugly ‘around the edge of 
the shoulder and below the basin, and 


the plaster surface was then coated with 
a liquid separator. (It is unnecessary to 
coat the plastiline, because its oiliness 
will naturally repel the wet plaster.) I 
then filled in this fenced-in surface with

ice-cold water and put it aside in a cool 
place for about 30 minutes. I poured off 
t the water and drained the mold just 

I before pouring in the plaster. 

Next I mixed a fresh batch of plaster of 
paris, stirred it in a plastic bucket, and 
placed it on a small vibrator table. The 
bubbles were vibrated to the top of the 


mix and scooped off. I then poured the 
proper quantity of plaster over the 
model (Fig. 8), filling the vinyl fence to a 
depth of about V4-inch above the highest 
point of the clay. While the plaster was 
still in a fairly liquid state, the mold was 
placed on the vibrator and gently moved 
back and forth to free the last remaining 
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bubbles from the surface of the model. It 
had set in about 40 minutes. The fence 
was removed and the solid plaster 
negative was cleanly separated from the 
plastiline and plaster original by driving 
a wide, knife-edged spatula between the 
two. 

The inevitable small undercuts (small 
depressions or pits in the plastiline 
which the plaster had seeped into) were 
indicated by the traces of clay scraped off 
in the parting, and these were im- 
mediately checked and cut away. This 
element of clearance, or "'draft," is vitally 
important throughout medallic work. A 
minimum vertical angle of 15 degrees 
should be maintained at all edges and 
contours so that the casts will separate 
cleanly from the molds and so that, 
eventually, the tracing stylus on the 
Janvier machine (Fig. 12) will operate 
with maximum accuracy. 

The fine-scribed outlines of the letter- 
ing, which now read backwards, 
appeared as slightly raised lines on the 
negative and became the guide for the 
cutting which followed. 

To take advantage of the fleeting 
"hard soap" texture of the damp plaster 
negative, I used a new group of tools: 
sharp-edged steel cutters and scrapers. I 
cut the lettering first, slightly deeper 
than needed, to allow for final shaping 
later. Details of insignia and textures 
were added (since this was the portrait 
negative), and the negative was allowed 
to dry (Fig. 9). 

In preparing to cast the final plaster 
positive, I lacquered the negative, the 
fence was placed around it again, the 
plaster then coated with separator, and 
the casting process repeated. 
Eliminating bubbles is even more impor- 
tant this time than before, since, with as 
many as 30 letters and figures now part 
of the design, there are several hundred 
new corners where tiny bubbles may 
cling. Persistent vibration and a bit of 
luck will eliminate nearly all of these 
before the mix congeals. 

When the final positive was separated, 
I carefully filled any air-holes and then 
gently sanded the raised lettering to a 
uniform height, using a block whose 
curvature matched that of the basin. 


With the lettering trimmed and sanded, 
the expression and likeness checked, the 
insignia — if any — proofread, and the 
background free from scratches or pits, I 
then can put the final plaster aside for 
drying (Fig. 10). The sculpturing phase 
of the medal's execution is completed. 
This process is repeated for the reverse 
side of the medal, as well. 

From this point on, the ease with 
which the medal is mechanically 
processed depends to a large degree 
upon the care and patience the medalist 
has employed in preparing the models; 
the more familiar he is with every stage 
of the subsequent operations, the more 
felicitous the final result. 

After being photographed for the 
sculptor's files, the dried pair of plaster 
positives (obverse and reverse) was 
carefully packed in foam rubber and 
shipped to Medallic Art Company in 
New York. There the positives were 
checked for possible damage in transit, 
and then the mechanical phase began. 

The plaster positives were heat-dried 
and soaked in melted beeswax at a high 
temperature. Afterwards, they were 
removed from the beeswax and drained, 
then dusted with finely powdered 
copper and suspended in an electrolytic 
bath of copper sulphate. Current pass- 
ing through the solution caused a 
deposit of pure metallic copper to ac- 
cumulate on the surface of the copper 
powder coating the plaster. After ap- 
proximately 30 hours — when this layer 
had reached a thickness of about 3/32- 
inch — the model was removed from the 
bath and the rigid die shell or "galvano," 
which had become a precise copper 
negative, was separated from it. The 
plaster positives were discarded and the 
backs of the copper die shells stiffened 
with a layer of lead or solder and then 
mounted on new plaster bases, 
mechanically parallel to the face of each 
die shell. 

The die shell, in turn, was then 
clamped onto the main axis of the 
Janvier reducing pantograph (Fig. 11), 
and the actual reduction began.

was slower in execution and somewhat 
subject to human variation. Very few 
dies for medals and none for coins are 
hand-cut today. Once the die shell or 
galvano was in place, a tracing stylus, 
mounted on a hinged horizontal bar, 
was placed against the center of the 
galvano's surface (Fig. 12). At a 
precisely-determined point propor- 
tionally nearer the hinge of the bar, a 
high-speed cutting tool was brought 
into position against the center of the 
soft steel die to receive the image of the 
large model in miniature (Fig. 13). The 
degree of reduction wanted determines 
the location of the cutting tool along the 
bar: the closer it is to the hinge, the 
smaller the final result. 

When the machine starts, the galvano, 
mounted on the main axis, and the steel 
die, mounted on the secondary axis, turn 
at the same rate of speed. The descents 
of the stylus and the cutting point have 
been synchronized. The stylus, 
suspended from above and counter- 
balanced by a weight that keeps it in 
delicate but constant contact with the 
surface of the turning galvano, begins to 
drop imperceptibly from dead center 
toward the rim. Thus it traces a tight 
spiral path on the vertical plane. At the 
same time, moving in and out at right

angles to the surface (on a horizontal 
plane), its point rides over the contours 
of the revolving die shell like a 
phonograph needle. This in-and-out 
motion on the galvano guides the tiny 
cutting point on the soft die, so that it 
reproduces in precise miniature every 
subtlety of form and detail, thus coming 
as close as possible to the sculpting of the 
original model. 

To maintain a uniform surface 
speed — that is, the inches-per-minute 
rate of the stylus against the galvano — 
the turning speeds of the die and die 
shell are automatically slowed as the 
stylus makes its journey to the rim. 
Twenty-six hours are required for a 
single ''pass" over a ten-inch-diameter 
model (a radial distance of only five 
inches). The lines of the spiral track, less 
than 1/100 of an inch apart on the 
galvano, may have a total length of more 
than a quarter of a mile for a die shell of 
this dimension. 

It is customary to split this operation 
into two or more stages: a first rough cut 
with a coarser tool to remove the bulk of 
the incised area, and then one or more 
finishing cuts with a finer tool. The final 
cutting is continuous to completion. 

Once the die was removed from the 
machine, it was carefully checked and

polished by engravers who removed any 
"'track'' or minor imperfections that 
might have occurred. When both dies 
were finished, they were hardened in a 
bath of molten cyanide, tempered in a 
special furnace, and then ready for the 
striking. 

Annealed bronze or silver planchets, 
as the round blanks are called, were 
punched from strips of refined metal. 
They were placed by hand, one at a time, 
between the pair of hardened dies, ver- 
tically mounted in the thousand-ton 
knuckle-joint press (Fig. 14). After the 
first strike, slightly more than half the 
design appeared in relief on the 
planchet. Since the blank itself had 
become compressed and toughened by 
the force of the blow, it had to be 
softened again by annealing {i.e., it was 
heated and then cooled, to render it 
softer, less brittle) before being put back 
in the press for a second strike. De- 
pending entirely on the degree of relief 
the sculptor has employed, as many as

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eight strikes and re-annealings are 
sometimes required to reach the full 
depth of the dies. 

The medals were next placed in a 
special lathe and the rims carefully trued 
to size. After this, they were delicately 
sand-blasted with fine emery. Then they 
were chemically oxidized, lightly hand- 
buffed, and finally sprayed with a tough 
film of lacquer to preserve the finish 


against the effects of atmosphere and 
handling (Fig. 15). 

The sculptor has now seen his ideas 
emerge onto paper and become three- 
dimensional in clay; he has seen them 
become developed and refined in plaster, 
electrolytically duplicated in cof5per, and 
mechanically reduced in a steel die; and 
he has seen them at last emerge in the 
beauty of silver or bronze. 



A rtists are often conceived of as being isolated from 
the mainstream of society, assuming the role of ob- 
server versus participant. But not so for Edward R. Grove, who 
believes that '"An artist is obligated to be of some use to his 
country in the age in which he lives. Grove's commitment to 
that philosophy has seen him become one of only two American 
artists to serve as both vignette engraver at the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing and sculptor-engraver at the U.S. Mint — a 
record of outstanding public service for a remarkably versatile 
talent. 


Born in Martinsburg, West Virginia, in 
1912, Grove attended the National Art 
School and Corcoran School of Art in 
Washington D.C., where his studies 
revolved around painting and sculpture. 
Later he studied sculpture under Hans 
Schuler and Heinz Warneke, drawing 
and painting under Eugen Weisz, and 
advanced painting under Robert 
Brackman. Grove emphasizes that his 
most important accomplishment in 
school was his marriage to fellow stu- 
dent Jean V. Donner, who continues to 
be his staunchest supporter and most 
valuable critic. 

Following graduation In 1936, Grove 
joined the Bureau of Printing and 
Engraving as a die-sinker, later advanc- 
ing to the position of vignette engraver. 
It was during these early years of Grove's 
career that he also worked with a 
marionette group in Washington 
making puppet heads, an experience 
which instilled his interest in accurate 
portraiture and later aided him when his 
career turned to sculpture. An offer by 


Security Banknote Co. in Philadelphia in 
1947 took Grove to the City of Brotherly 
Love where he continued to refine his 
skills as a portrait and vignette engraver. 
During those 25 years of engraving his 
works adorned nine U.S. stamps; nearly 
200 stamp Issues of Cuba, Iran, Panama, 
Paraguay, Bolivia, Haiti and the Philip- 
pines; along with the currency of Viet- 
nam, Laos, Indonesia and Sudan. 

In 1962, Grove's longtime friend 
Gilroy Roberts, designer of the John F. 
Kennedy half dollar and chief sculptor- 
engraver of the U.S. Mint in 
Philadelphia, enticed Grove to accept a 
vacant sculptor-engraver position at the 
Mint. Having a chance to work with his 
friend and eliminate much of the eye 
fatigue of banknote engraving. Grove 
enthusiastically approached this new 
medium of medallic sculpture, produc- 
ing several important works during his 
brief Mint stay. 

One of the most rewarding was the 
gold Bob Hope Congressional medal, 
also one of President Kennedy's last 
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Lead strike of "Martha Washington" test coin 
die, U.S. Mint, 1965.

presentations before his untimely death. 
Other official Issues to Grove's credit 
during this period are the West Virginia 
Centennial Medal, the reverse of the 
U.S.-Mexico Treaty Medal, and the 
reverse of the Annual Assay Commission 
Medal for 1964. In 1965 Grove was given 
the task of designing the now famous 
Martha Washington test design for the 
new clad coinage, the unusual reason 
for the different design of the test coins 
being the technical avoidance by the 
government of forging their coins 
before they were passed into law. Soon 
after, in 1965, Grove resigned from the 
Mint to pursue a full-time free-lance 
career. 


The strict appreciation of detail and 
texture Grove developed in his years as 
an engraver and his personal devotion 
to the fine art of portraiture are readily 
seen in the more than 80 medals he has 
done to date. “No matter what an artist 
has done in experimenting, or the media 
or technique he uses, he must achieve a 
fulfillment of his basic work. Mine is 
portraiture,"^ Grove has been quoted as 
saying, and his portraits have included 
over 600 subjects.

A 
portrayal of the Grand Lady of America, 
the Statue of Liberty, was created by 
Grove as the sixth issue of the National 
Commemorative Society, one of many 
groups which uses The Franklin Mint to 
strike their issues. 

Some of Grove's most noteworthy 
portraits in medallic sculpture were 
done as part of a thirty piece medal 
series commemorating famous people 
and events of World War II. Striving for 
realism he traveled to many locations 


where key battles transpired and con- 
ducted extensive research at the War 
Museum In London. Personalities cap- 
tured for eternity by his deft hand 
include General Elsenhower, Field 
Marshal Earl Alexander, Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill, and King George 
and his Queen. 

Outside the realm of portraiture In 
medallic art. Grove has demonstrated 
his imagination with such recent issues 
as the Westminster Abbey Medal for the 
Britannia Commemorative Society 
which accents the intricate detail of this 
architectural masterpiece, or the 
Alphabet Medal for the Society of 
Medallists. The evolution of the

alphabet is the theme for the latter, the 
obverse featuring examples of letters in 
ten foreign tongues beginning with 
Egyptian hieroglyphs and the reverse 
showing a collage of letters from the 
Roman alphabet. 

Like an artist in the Renaissance, 
Grove hasn't been able to limit the 
mediums in which he works. His paint- 
ing has also continued to grow in 
stature, with perhaps his most spec- 
tacular example being the 400 square 
foot mural, 'The Communion of 
Saints," which he and sculptress wife 
Jean Donner Grove executed over a six 
year period for the Church of the Holy 



Another claim to Grove's place in ANA 
history is his role as sculptor of the Houston 
1965 convention medal, designed by local 
Houston numismatists. 

Comforter in Drexel Hill, Pennsylvania. 
His most recent large scale work, "An 
American Eagle," is a magnificent gold 
leafed bronze eagle which was com- 
missioned by the Town of Palm Beach 
and dedicated on July 4, 1976, as a 
bicentennial monument. For Grove, 
however, the possibilities are endless. 
"There are many things I still want to do 
in art. Td like to experiment with other 
print media — especially soft ground 
etching and aquatint if my eyes hold out 
... create some life-size figures in stone 
and wood..."^ He has shared this 
enthusiasm for the art forms he has 
worked in through numerous lectures 
and articles. 

Recognition of Grove's talent by his 
peers in the art community has come 
with the inclusion of his work In the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, the 
Smithsonian Institution, Corcoran 
Gallery of Art, Carnegie Institute, 
Department of the Navy, Coventry and 
Washington Cathedrals, the Penn- 
sylvania Historical Society, and the Uni- 
versities of California, Columbia, Il- 
linois, Pennsylvania and Princeton, in 
addition to countless prizes. He has held 
three one-man showings: "Portraits in 
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"Scarlet Ribbons/* portrait of 
David Donner Grove. Oil on 
canvas, 30" x 40", 1960.

Bennett Memorial Prize in 1971. Even 
the American Numismatic Association 
has added to this man's accolades with 
the awardance of its gold medal for 
Excellence In Medallic Sculpture in 1969. 

Since the later 1960's Ed and Jean 
Grove have lived and worked at their 
Sea-Lake Studio In West Palm Beach, 
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Florida. Each of their two sons have 
distinguished themselves in artistic 
careers. Son David is a graphic artist and 
illustrator in San Francisco, while Eric 
creates films for television as a free- 
lance cinematographer in New York and 
Washington. 

"Dedication — perseverance — con- 
tinued application of your degree of 
creativity are all necessary if you are 


going to be successful in your work/'^ 
states Edward R. Grove, an approach to 
life which has been adopted by his 
family and guaranteed success to every 
field of art he committed himself to. As 
numismatists, we cannot help but ad- 
mire a man who can excell in so many 
artistic mediums and be grateful that at 
least one Renaissance artist is alive and 
well in the 20th century.

Connmemoratives...Hope in sight!! 

Recent testimony given at hearings before the house 
subcommittee on historic preservation and coinage indicated 
that both Bette Anderson, Undersecretary of the Treasury, 
and Stella Hackel, Mint Director, are receptive to com- 
memorative coinage. Both testified before the subcommittee 
on May 17 along with Governor Philip E. Coldwell of the 
Federal Reserve Board and myself, ably assisted by David 
Ganz, our legislative counsel, Margo Russell of Coin World 
and Cliff Mishler of Krause Publications. The president of the 
vending machine industry also gave testimony, and all were 
generally in favor of the new reduced size dollar. 

Governor Coldwell emphasized, as did most others, that 
any Introduction of a new monetary piece should have 
considerable market promotion in order to make its circulation effective, a situation 
which has not yet been affected on the two dollar bill nation-wide. (He noted in his 
testimony, however, that a marketing program coupled with banking and a 
coordinated retail Industry utilization effort had been tried in the Portland, Oregon, 
area recently, and that it was so successful that the two dollar bill now circulates freely 
in Portland.) 

As president of the ANA, I took no strong position on the design of the proposed 
new ''minl-dollar.'' Personally I happen to like the liberty cap design proposed by 
Frank Gasparro and about which much has been publicized in the numismatic press. I 
think the U.S. should return to and retain a liberty head on at least one generally 
circulated coin. 

By the same token, I feel that a commemorative half dollar program in which we are 
all vitally interested would be the perfect vehicle to honor various personages. 
Vincent C. Burke, Jr., chairman of the board of the Riggs National Bank of 
Washington, testified May 31 before this same committee and summed up the 
position of the American Bankers Association beautifully, in a way that happily 
coincides perfectly with our thinking and also that of the Treasury Department. 

He said: 

''Mr. Chairman, I should add that we supported efforts to provide recognition of 
worthy Americans. We do believe, however, that already circulating coins are not 
necessarily the best way to achieve this, since only a few could be so honored. We 
would recommend that the mint produce a commemorative set which could be 
expanded to encompass all who are worthy of both past and future honor.'' 

Hopefully the above thinking will prevail and the half dollar coin again could 
become a series of "commemoratives." 

While the dollar discussion was the primary reason for the hearings. Chairman 
Walter Fauntroy allowed me to also say a word in favor of Senator Helm's gold 
medallion/coins bill, which would provide for the issuance by the U.S. of such pieces 
in one-half and one ounce sizes. I certainly support such a law, because It would not 
only put U.S. gold within reach of the average American citizen, but It would also 
greatly help our foreign trade deficit. In addition, as I have mentioned before. If a one- 
half ounce piece were to be called a liberty and the one ounce piece a double liberty 
(such coins would certainly become a standard trade coin of the world - almost 
overnight), what better way to promote America's respect for the word, "liberty," 
throughout the world. ^ 
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Templeton Reid: 


His Life 
and 
Coinage 
in Georgia

In a tradition reminiscent of when the ANA publish- 
ed convention papers, the editorial department 
adopted the policy in 1976 of publishing those 
presentations given at the annual ANA convention 
Educational Forum which are adaptable for publica- 
tion. This article records nearly verbatim Seymour's 
presentation given August 25th at the 86th ANA 
Anniversary Convention in Atlanta. 


T here have been few instances in history where a govern- 
ment has allowed its individuals to freely issue their own 
coinage, and so when Templeton Reid became the first to issue 
coins after gold was discovered in the Georgia mountains, he also 
became the first to test the right of citizens under the Constitu- 
tion to engage in a practice theretofore held sacred by governing 
authorities. A thorough study of all related tax digests, records of 
land transactions, various governmental documents. United 
States Census data and, primarily, court records, newspaper 
articles, cards, advertisements, and legal notices, has led this 
author to a close awareness of this interesting personality who, in 
a show of confidence in the free enterprise system, assured his 
place in the annals of American numismatic history. 


Gold was discovered in Georgia in the 
late 1820's, and by 1830 it was being 
retrieved in considerable quantities by 
the horde of miners attracted to the 
region and its promise of riches. At that 
time the Chestatee and Chattahoochee 
Rivers, which run diagonally across the 
northern third of the State, marked the 
boundary between settler and Indian 
lands; on the latter, unfortunately for 
the Indians, were found the richest 
deposits of the precious metal. It was 
only 100 to 125 miles to Milledgeville, 
then the capital, or to Augusta, the 
largest Inland city, and the gold fever 
must have been felt strongly in both 
places. Reid, who had a business in 
Milledgeville, no doubt quickly sensed 
that a scheme to convert the unwieldy 
dust into some sort of coin would be 
readily accepted. On July 24, 1830, two 
Milledgeville newspapers announced 
that he had coined some $1,500 in 
denominations of $2.50, $5 and $10 and 
would soon set out for the mining 
regions with his apparatus.^ He advised 
reporters that his coins would be 
accepted at face value by the United 
States Mint and by most of the banks! 
What sort of man was this who would 
dare to compete with the United States 
Mint? 

Our earliest reference to Templeton 
Reid is an 1811 advertisement in the 
Georgia Journal offering cotton gins 
made by Thomas Reid (of whom more 
will be noted later) and himself. 
However, by 1813, he had established his 
jeweler and watchmaker business in 


Milledgevllle.2 He was successful and, as 
the years passed, his interests broad- 
ened and his reputation grew. So did his 
self-confidence as indicated by this 1823 
advertisement stating that ''... the sub- 
scriber's business will be strictly attend- 
ed to, and executed in the most 
workmanlike manner, by him who is 
most capable of doing so."^ |n 1824 he 
advertised his ability to '"make rifles of a 
very superior order priced from one to 
five hundred dollars..." ^ At that time the 
average price of a Kentucky longrifle 
was $9 to $20, which gives an Idea of the 
magnitude of Templeton's self-esteem.® 
His egotism continued to grow with 
the passing years, as evidenced by this 
almost arrogant advertisement for his 
cotton gins from Columbus in 1836: 
"...his well known abilities as a 
workman, ... and from his promise to the 
public to turn out work superior in every 
respect to any done in the Union, he 
expeas to be patronized,"® and his 1839 
challenge to any rifleman to meet him in 
a match for the tidy sum of $1,000.7 The 
following year he conceived the idea of 
writing a book on the design, manufac- 
ture, and use of cotton gins, and his 
advertisement concerning It indicates 
that he thought himself the final 
authority on the subject.® Several times 
during the 1840's he advertised his cot- 
ton gins as "...superior in every respea 
to any yet offered to the planters."^ 

All these expressions of pride in his 
abilities indicate that Templeton Reid 
was a man with above average 
capabilities and a personality not retl- 
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Templeton Reid's signature 


cent to express them. These traits are 
plainly evidenced by the style of his 
signature as shown in Figure 1 which is 
the only example found to date of Reid's 
penmanship.10 Note the free-flowing 
form of the letters and the unusual 
double dot over the '"i." 

Such was the nature of the man who 
conceived the Idea of converting 
miners' gold into coins of uniform value 
which would readily lend themselves to 
business transactions. In order to carry 
out this objective, he had to make a 
press and the dies to go with it, as well as 
convert the crude gold into suitable 
planchets. His early jewelry business and 
the gun making experience would have 
served him well in these preparations 
and, as noted earlier, the publicity ac- 
corded the introduction of his coinage 
was highly favorable. In fact, one 
reporter commented that the die of the 
$5 piece was '^..not inferior In execution 
to the stamp on the coin issued from the 
National Mint....''^^ Figure 2 illustrates 
Reid's $5 coin, showing that the 
workmanship is indeed excellent even 
though the design is artistically un- 
imaginative. It is interesting to note that 
this piece Is the only one to have the 
denomination Incorporated on both 
DccausG of ils smaller size, the 
design of the $2.50 coin is more ab- 
breviated but, as shown in Figure 3, once 
again the workmanship is excellent. 

One of the July 24th news articles 
describes the $10 denomination as hav- 
ing the Inscription GEORGIA GOLD, 
1830 on one side and TEN DOLLARS 
surrounded by TEMPLETON REID 
ASSAYER on the other. Figure 4 il- 
lustrates this denomination and atten- 
tion is again called to the fine 
workmanship. It is fortunate that the 
reporter described the coin thusly since 
it reveals that the datedten dollar pieces 
were the first ones struck. The undated

variety had apparently not been con- 
ceived at that time and, in all probability, 
the die for It was not made until after 
Reid had moved to the region of the 
mines. It seems likely that the dated $10 
obverse die broke in service and so 
forced the preparation of a new one. On 
the undated variety, seen from Figure 5, 
the workmanship thereon is not up to 
the standard of the others. Note that 
GEORGIA is not centered in the field 
and that the letters in GOLD show 
evidence of double punching as do 
some of the stars. The upper horizontal 
stroke of the E is noticeably longer than 
the lower stroke. These disparities 
suggest that the die was cut hurriedly as 
would have been the case had the 
original $10 obverse unexpectedly 
shattered. The reverses for the two 
types, however, were struck from the 
same die. 

Reid moved to Gainesville in late July 
or early August, and it was not long 
before specimens of his coins appeared 
In Augusta where they generated some 
excitement. In the August 16th Courier 
there appeared a letter to the editor 
attacking their value on the basis of an 
assay conducted at the United States 
Mint and accusing Reid of profiteering. 
Reid quickly rose to his own defense. In 
a long article datelined August 25th, he 


argued in a rather obtuse fashion that his 
profits could be nowhere near the 7% 
quoted In the letter and concluded by 
stating that ''as the currency and de- 
mand for my coin, and its credit In some 
of the banks, seem to warrant the 
course, I shall continue to stamp and 
issue the Georgia gold...''^^ Thjs show of 
confidence only served to anger his 
attacker more. In a second letter to the 
editor of the Courier published 
September 20, 1830, he used Reid's own 
figures to prove the high level of his 
profits and went on to accuse Reid of 
violating the principles of the Constitu- 
tion and engaging In a fraud on the 
public. 

In fact, Reid was not In violation of the 
Constitution or of any then existing law 
of the land, but he was practicing a fraud 
on the people, albeit probably without 
intention. A number of assays of his 
coins at the Mint in the fall of 1830 
showed the average value to be lower 
than United States coins from about 9% 
for the $2.50 to a little over 4% for the 
$10.13 7he attacks were widely pub- 
licized In the Georgia newspapers and 
Templeton Reid lost the confidence of 
the public. 

It was reported in the Courier for 
December 2nd that he had closed his 
mint around the middle of October, 
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bringing to an end his personal involve- 
ment in the coining episode. But the 
controversy had reached national 
proportions. In late September and early 
October various eastern newspapers 
and a national magazine printed or 
reprinted castigating articles about his 
aaivities, but the right of individuals to 
engage in the coining of money not 
imitative of the national coin had been 
established. 

The assays of Reid's coins by the Mint 
showed the weights to be uniform but 
the gold content to vary widely. Yet Reid 
in his defense from Gainesville had 
stated that he "'estimated at 96 cents per 
pennyweight" the value of the gold in 
his coins. This was very near the then 
current rate for pure gold. Reid must 
have thought that once he had melted 
the dust to remove the sand and other 
contaminants, he had recovered essen- 
tially pure metal. He apparently was not 
aware that significant quantities of baser 
metals such as silver and perhaps smaller 
amounts of tin and lead are present In 
raw gold and must be removed by 
chemical means to achieve purity. This 
factor was his undoing, a lesson not lost 
on the Bechtler family in North Carolina 
who, in 1831, began to issue coins with 
both the weight and fineness stamped 
thereon. 

On September 16th the Augusta 
Courier printed two news items re- 
garding Reid's output which are of more 
than passing interest. The first reported 
that, "about $230,000 of Georgia Gold" 
had been received In Augusta in the 
preceding nine months, while the se- 
cond noted that Reid was "coining and 
stamping at his mint in Gainesville not 
less than $700 of Georgia Gold per day" 
which, at 7%, gave him a profit of "about 
$15.00 per annum." The $230,000 figure 
was misinterpreted by some later writers 
as a statement of the total output of 
Reid's mint. The second item seems to 
have beeo a aeWberatc attempt on thc 
part of the editor to discredit Reid's 
activities by Indirealy accusing him of 

gross profitmalcing. 


To produce $700 worth of coins per 
day would have required prodigious if 
not impossible effort on Reid's part, for

he would have had to stamp about 200 
coins per day to attain it. The records 
show that he was an independent soul 
who preferred living and working alone, 
and there is no reason to suppose that he 
deviated from such Innate 
characteristics during his sojourn in 
Gainesville. It is a reasonable conclu- 
sion, therefore, that he singlehandedly 
bought the gold dust, melted, cast, and 
rolled it into flat sheets or strips, cut and 
weighed planchets, stamped the coins, 
and kept whatever records were 
necessary to assure correa distribution 
of the product. It is hardly likely that he 
could even have approached an average 
output of 200 coins per day when all this 
is borne In mind. The question then 
arises as to just how many he did 
produce. Unfortunately, whatever 
records he kept have not survived, and it 
Is necessary to use an indirect method to 
arrive at an answer to this intriguing 
question. An estimate of the total 
number of coins as well as the number of 
each denomination struck by Reid can 
be made by combining certain Mint 
records, a census of the extant 
specimens, a few logical assumptions 
and a little algebraic juggling. 

National Archives documents contain 
four records of the melting of Reid's 
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coins stretching from the fall of 1830 to 
the summer of 1832. The earliest was the 
assay of five coins, two $10, a single $5 
and two $2.50, with the weight and 
fineness of each reported. In 1842 
Eckfeldt and DuBois published average 
weights and finenesses for coins tested 
in 1830, and ail these figures showed 
good uniformity of weights but wide 

quality variations.^s 

The second record was of a deposit 
made by the Bank of the United States in 
January, 1831, and it was by far the 
largest. It consisted of ''bars and Reid's 
stamped pieces" with the total weight, 
fineness, and value in United States 
coins recorded. No division into the two 
constituents was entered in the record. 
However, it was possible to arrive at 
reasonable weights for the bars and 
coins by a study of the fineness of bars 
from Georgia at that time and from an 
estimation of the average quality of 
Reid's coins based on recorded assays, 
along with the assumption that Reid 
improved the quality by "fire ordeal" 
treatment after the first attack on his 
product in the middle of August. In this 
way a figure of about $5,900 was ob- 
tained as the value of coins in the 
deposit. 

The third record was that of a deposit 
made in August, 1831, consisting of 
"Georgia dust and Reid's coined 
pieces." In this case there was also no 
division into the two constituents, but 
from knowledge of the average percen- 
tage of non-melting impurities in 
Georgia dust and the weight of the 
sample before and after melting, it was 
possible to calculate that the deposit 
contained some $11 worth of coins. 

The last deposit, "bars, Reid's coins 
and amalgam," was made in September, 
1832, from North Carolina in two parts 
consisting of "bars and coins" and “bar 
and amalgam." As in the case of the 
preceding deposit, it was possible to 
make an estimate of the value of the 
coins through a study of the average 
melting weight loss of gold bars from 
North Carolina. Thus, about $200 in 
Reid's coins found their way to North 
Carolina and from there to the United 
States Mint.i® 


When all these figures are summed 
up, it is found that some $6,500 worth of 
Templeton Reid's coins were melted in 
the Mint furnaces. To get from this 
figure to the number of coins requires 
some sort of reliable census of the extant 
specimens, a little simple algebra, and 
the logical assumption (given the 
economic conditions of the time) that 
attrition of the coins was such as to make 
the ratios of denominations turned out 
by Reid the same as the ratios in the 
census. 

To make the census, more than 2,000 
auction catalogues and dealer fixed 
price lists were searched, mostly at the 
American Numismatic Society library. 
From one standpoint It is fortunate that 
Reid's coins are so rare, as 32 offerings 
were found wherein the coin was il- 
lustrated unambiguously so that in- 
dividual pieces were identifiable 
through damage marks and die center- 
ing errors. By combining these deter- 
minations with known specimens in 
various collections, positive iden- 
tifications have been made of 24 $2.50, 8 
$5, 4 dated and 3 undated $10 coins for a 
total of 39.19 Among these there are no 
die varieties. 

The next step in the process of es- 
timating the number struck by Reid Is to 
assign an average value for the gold 
content of each denomination in terms 
of 1830 dollars, and'this can be done by 
considering all the assay records of the 
coins as given in reference 1. Thus, 
average values of $2.27, $4.78 and $9.58 
are placed on the $2.50, $5 and $10 coins, 
respectively. From these figures, the 
fractions of each denomination found In 
the census, and the total value of coins 
melted at the Mint as noted earlier, an 
equation can be written relating the 
variables in terms of N, the number of 
coins struck by Reid, viz.: 

2.27 X 24/39 N + 4.78 x 8/39 N + 9.58 x 
7/39 N = 6,500 (1) 

Solving equation (1) for N yields a figure 
of approximately 1,600 for the total 
number struck and figures of about 980, 
330 and 290 for the numbers of $2.50, $5 
and $10, respectively. These numbers 
may change somewhat with future iden- 
tification of additional extant specimens

but only if the ratios of the various 
denominations change. Further details 
of this method of estimation may be 
found in the reference alluded to in 
footnote 15. 

Since, as was stated earlier, Templeton 
Reid operated his mint for only about 70 
working days, his average daily output of 
coins comes to 20 to 25, a total value of 
$90 to $100. This seems quite reasonable 
for a singlehanded business and is nearly 
the same as the daily average of the 
Bechtler mint in the first three years of its 
operation. 20 From the beginning the 
Bechtlers advertised and provided 'Tire 
ordeal" assays for the benefit of their 
customers, a resolve which would cer- 
tainly have been to Templeton Reid's 
advantage. Had he done so, the attacks 
accusing him of perpetrating a fraud 
upon the public would have borne no 
foundation, and his career in the 
business of coining gold would in- 
dubitably have been far more 
longlasting and fruitful. 

Despite diligent and persistent 
research by this author and the interest 
of many Georgia numismatists and 
historians, the question of Templeton 
Reid's parentage has never been 
properly resolved. It is hoped that the 
previously unpublished data to be 
offered here will generate provocative 
thought in the minds of interested 
readers and result In additional clues 
which may lead to the up-to-now 
elusive key records. 

In the past, several authors have made 


attributions regarding Reid's parents 
based on hearsay , 21 but the 
documentable evidence so far un- 
covered points In a different direction. 
Since Reid never married, there are no 
legitimate heirs through whom one 
could trace the existence of family 
documents. Recourse must be had, 
therefore, to less direct evidence. 

As a starting point, a proof of sibling 
relationship between Templeton and 
Elisha Reid is provided by an 1840 letter 
from Templeton to the patent com- 
missioner of the Republic of Texas 
regarding his (Templeton's) application 
on an Improvement to the cotton gin. 22 
Through Elisha It is possible to connect 
Templeton with Thomas S. Reid and 
through him to Mary and Joseph Reid 
who, therefore, seem to be the most 
logical parental candidates. 

In 1836 Elisha Reid sold his Putnam Co. 
plantation, part of which consisted of 
Reid's Mill on land lot 378.23 This lot had 
been purchased from the State of 
Georgia by Thomas S. Reid in 1806,2^ and 
on It he had built a home and a mill. It lay 
on the west bank of the Oconee River at 
the terminus of John Garner's Ferry on 
the Greensborough-Eatonton Road, 
and Thomas lived there until 1819 when 
he moved to Milledgeville to pursue a 
different career. From 1819 to 1836, 
however, Elisha lived on the plantation, 
but he did not acquire title to it until 
1830 four years after Thomas's death in 
Florida. 25 There must have been a close 
family relationship for Thomas to have 
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turned over to Elisha without any 
recorded legal arrangement the poten- 
tial of such a valuable piece of property. 

Who was Thomas S. Reid? A great deal 
is known about his later life,^^ but 
knowledge of him prior to 1809 is 
sketchy.^ In 1811 he and Templeton 
advertised their manufacture of cotton 
gins from Putnam County,^® and in 1803 
he registered for the first Georgia Land 
Lottery as a bachelor. With him, at the 
same time (serial numbers 355 and 356, 
respectively), Mary Reid registered as a 
widow with minor children. In 1801, 
1802, 1804and 1805,Thomas paid his poll 
tax of 3V/4<t in Greene County.^® In 1809 
he attempted to have Joseph Reid's 1789 
will probated, but it was condemned 
and Thomas promptly applied for 
Letters of Administration thereon.^i 
Legal notice of the sale of Joseph's estate 
was published and the results were duly 
recorded. 32 what could Thomas's in- 
terest have been in this obscure will in 
which Joseph directed that his property 
be used to support his wife, Mary, and to 
school and raise his unnamed children? 
The will appoints wife Mary and two 
sons, James and Samuel, executors and 


stipulates that, after Mary's decease, the 
property be divided amongst the 
children according to her wishes. Joseph 
died in 1798 or very early 1799 In Greene 
County,33 and the foregoing evidence 
suggests that his widow, Mary, died in 
1809 while living at Thomas Reid's Mill. If 
he were one of her children, a minor in 
1789 and therefore unnamed in Joseph's 
will, her death would have prompted 
Thomas to submit the will for probation 
in an effort to carry out its last provisions. 

From all of these facts we can 
postulate that at least part of Joseph and 
Mary Reid's family consisted, in 
chronological order, of James and 
Samuel (who were named in the will), 
and Thomas, Templeton and Elisha (who 
were not named In the will). If this 
surmise is correct, then when 
Templeton ''removed to the residence 
of Elisha Reid" in 1832, following his 
rather embarrassing departure from the 
minting business, he sought his refuge in 
the peaceful scenes of his youth along 
the banks of the Oconee River, where 
the house hewn from the wilderness by 
Thomas S. Reid still stands today.

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Professor Boyd^s Amazing Cure-All 

The history of advancements in the field of medicine seems to be paralleled by 
countless inventions of miracle '"cure-alT' medicines or devices. The phrase, sucker 
is born every minute/' applies especially well to those suffering from medical 
problems, and a great percentage of these unfortunate people are willing to invest in 
whatever quackery cure is being ballyhooed at the time. 



In the late 1870's, ''Professor" J.C. 
Boyd carved his notch in the field of 
medical science with the invention of his 
Miniature Galvanic Battery. This device, 
which is 31mm in diameter, is made of 
several discs of copper, brass and nickel, 
banded with a nickel ring. Two varieties 
of Boyd's Batteries are illustrated here. 

When I first became interested in 
these batteries, I searched unsuccessful- 
ly through the records of the U.S. Patent 
Office; the specimen I owned at the 
time had a patent date of January 17, 
1878, and I was curious to know exactly 
what it was that Boyd had patented. 
Shortly thereafter I acquired a second 
variety, which indicated that this date 
referred to an English patent. Evidently 
Boyd never obtained a patent for his 
Invention in this country, although he 
did maintain offices in New York City, at 
203 West 49th Street. I believe his 
batteries were manufactured in 
England. 

Dr. Leonard M. Rothstein of 
Maryland, a specialist in the field of 
medical tokens and medals, sent me 
copies of a couple of advertising leaflets 
circulated by Boyd. "NEARLY ALL DIS- 
EASES EFFECTUALLY CURED BY BOYD'S 
MINIATURE GALVANIC BATTERY" is 
the incredible statement headlining the 



first sheet. The "Professor" goes on to 
explain that nearly all ailments are 
caused by the Impure and impoverished 
condition of blood, and these diseases 
can only be cured by purification of the 
blood. Boyd describes the construction 
of his device as "metals amalgamated in 
such a way and in such proportions that 
a strong galvanic action is produced by 
metals that have not heretofore been 
used for electric purposes." The Battery 
was supposed to generate Its own elec- 
tricity when In contact with the natural 
humidity of the skin, and this would 
"impregnate the nerves and the blood 
with new electric life." 

By wearing the battery next to the skin 
night and day, suspended from the neck 
by a silk cord, the owner could expect to 
be cured from such ailments as 
"Rheumatism, Gout, Swollen joints. 
Neuralgia, Dyspepsia, Lumbago, Aches 
and Pains, Pain in the Bones, Sciatica, 
Salt Rheum, Ulcers and Sores, Tumors, 
Boils, Carbuncles, Chills, Vertigo, Ner- 
vous and General Debility, Loss of 
Manhood, Impotency, Seminal 
Weakness, Female Complaints, 
Barrenness, Liver Complaint, Fever and 
Ague, Bright's Disease, Kidney Disease, 
Diabetes, Catarrh, Sore Throat, 
Bronchitis, Asthma, jaundice. Pleurisy, 
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“The Blood is the Life!”

list is quite a bit smaller and not nearly as 
Impressive as the list of curable ailments. 

The list of curable ailments was 
quoted from a small book in my posses- 
sion titled simply Boyd's Battery. Shown 
are two of the front pages from the 
book, which was obviously distributed 
by Boyd to promote his batteries. The 
first few pages of the book describe the 
battery, and most of the remainder is 
devoted to testimonial letters from 
satisfied and cured users. The following 
is typical of these letters: 



Foi' all dUeases, wear the Ballery 
around the neck as represented in this 
cut.

Sept. 20, 1879 

Professor Boyd: 

Dear Sir - When I received your circulars 
last Spring, my wife was suffering very 
much from neuralgia, and had been at 
times for ten years past. It was located in 
one side of her tongue and jaw bone, and 
she had all her teeth taken out to see if that 
would cure her; and it did for a while, but it 
would return, and she got so reduced this 
Spring that she could hardly get around 
when she applied the Battery, and in two 
weeks time I saw a marked improvement, 
and now she is quite smart. I would not take 
$25 for It if I could not get another.

There are more than three hundred 
pages of these testimonials. Also in the 
book is a warning by Boyd that im- 
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itations of his battery are on the market, 
and that he has "taken steps to 
prosecute these brainless sneaks, and 
will do so to the full extent of the law, as 
soon as they can be found and the 
proper papers served on them. "One of 
the imitators mentioned by name is a 
Mr. Sagendorph, a former employee of 
Boyd. One of Sagendorph's Batteries is 
illustrated here. It is interesting to note 
that it has the same patent date as Boyd's 
Battery. I have another variety of Sagen- 
dorph's Battery, which has no patent 
date. 


The price of Boyd's Battery was 50 
cents; in quantities of six or more they 
cost only 25 cents each. According to the 
"Professor," he wanted to give the 
public the benefit of his discovery and 
invention, and therefore had set the 
price of his battery so low that it would 
be within the reach of all suffering 
humanity. Boyd solicited for agents ail 
over the country to sell his product and 
offered them free advertising circulars 
with their name imprinted. His 
testimonial book indicates that business 
was very good, and the fact that his 
batteries are frequently encountered 
today bears this out. 



Here is a battery from a third manufac- 
turer. Richardson's Magneto Galvanic 
Battery is quite different in design and 
size (it is 52mm) than the others. It was 
patented in this country on February 3, 
1880. Another trip to the Patent Office 
revealed that there was nothing at all 
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being patented except the design of the 
medal. Probably one reason for in- 
cluding a patent date on the medals was 
to aid sales; I'm sure some prospective 
customers reasoned that if it was 
patented it must be of legitimate value. 
Richardson's Battery is made of copper 
and zinc,with a magnetized iron rim. At 
the Patent Office I also found a patent 
issued to W.M. Elias of New York City on 
October 21, 1879, for the design of a 
Medal-Battery. 

In addition to the batteries I have 
described. Dr. Rothstein has in his 
collection a Cooper's Battery and also a 
Dr. D.J. Smith's Electro-Polarizer or 
Stomach Battery. This one is similar in 
size to the Richardson's Battery. 

In closing I should mention that my 
wife, who owns the batteries illustrated, 
often wears one of Boyd's Batteries on a 
chain around her neck. It is quite an 
attention getter, and interestingly 
enough, she has never been sick while 
wearing it! — D.E.S. 

Hot Springs, Arkansas 
and Saratoga Springs, N.Y.

Not only is it good for a bath (and there 
are very few bath tokens), but it is also 
good for ''One Saratoga Red Spring 
Split/' whatever that was. Since it was 
redeemable at any bar or drug store, it 
was probably a drink with some 
medicinal claims. 


To top it off, the token is good at two 
establishments, located in states over 
one thousand miles apart. How 
many trade tokens have you seen with 
this many unusual features? The token is 
aluminum, and 38mm. — D.E.S. 


Ulysses S. Grant Memorial Medal

The medal pictured above is a relatively common and pedestrian memorial to 
President Grant, designed by George T. Morgan. While Morgan was employed by the 
Mint at this time, the medal was apparently a private venture as there are no Mint 
records referring to it. This portrait of Grant, as an aging and somewhat overweight 
general, was later used by Morgan for the 1891 Grant Birthday medal (Julian PR-17). 
This medal was struck by the Mint and sold by the Grant Birthday Committee at 
Grant's tomb. 

What makes this memorial unusual and worthy of comment is the metal box in 
which it is contained. Evidently, F.A. Ford & Co., New York cigar manufacturers, gave 
these medals away to its customers. Whether the company was responsible for the 
medal being made is not known. The box itself was manufactured by Somer's Bros., 
"Fine Metal Boxes," Brooklyn, N.Y. It is interesting to note that Grant is referred to in 
his military capacity as "Our General" rather than in his political capacity as "Our 
President." Does this indicate an untold story? — H.J.L. 
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Most Often Altered Key Coins 

ANACS authenticators were recently invited to the Oklahoma Numismatic 
Association show in Tulsa on June 3-4, and as with most shows attended in the past, we 
fgmifffthe vast majority of questions about genuine vs. altered coins to be concerned 
with the more common key dates. Under discussion here are those asked about the 
most often. 


It is well to bear in mind that any time 
clues are given to recognize genuine 
coins, all genuine coins may not fit those 
characteristics. So, if you compare your 
coin without finding the diagnostic 
points shown, do not automatically con- 
clude that your coin is a counterfeit or 
an alteration. The die polish marks we 
often use are a good example. The die 
did not have them when it was first put 
into service, acquiring those markings 


only after a technician worked on the 
die in an attempt to prolong its useful 
life. However, if you make the com- 
parison and find the characteristics 
mentioned, you can be pretty well 
assured that your coin is genuine. Keep 
in mind also that coins are often cleaned 
and that cleaning can hide or change 
some of these diagnostic points to vary- 
ing degrees. 
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products with an added mintmark have 
shown that same die scratch in the same 
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1932-D Quarters: The altered 1932-D 
quarters generally have an improperly 
shaped mintmark that lacks one or both 
serifs. The genuine D, even though 
“smeared'' by worn machinery doubl- 
ing, does have rather square formed 
serifs. A distinctive characteristic of one

state of one die is the three die polish 
marks above the E of QUARTER. On 
many of the coins, the D seems to sit 
down in a depression. 






1937-D 3-Legged Buffalo Nickel: Most 
collectors know that the genuine 3- 
legged Buffalo nickel dies were ex- 


tremely well worn, resulting In a very 
ragged appearance of the Indian's chin 
and of the Buffalo's hind leg and back. 
Less well known is the difference in 
separation between the Buffalo's back 
and the P & U of PLURIBUS UNUM. 
Note also that the letters themselves are 
much thinner on the genuine coins than 
they are on coins that have had the 
Buffalo's front leg removed. 
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1922 No D Cent: One die of both the 
1922-D and 1922 No D cents developed a 
die crack downward from the L of 
PLURIBUS through the O of ONE. There 
are minor differences between the 
die cracks on the two dies. The crack on 
the 1922-D die extends straight through 
from outside to inside of the O while 
there Is a slight ''jog'' between outside 
and inside of the O on the 1922 No D 
cent. 




1916-D Dime: One of the four 
recognized genuine 1916-D dime 
reverse dies has a double punched 
mintmark. Even on the really low grade 
coins, this die can be recognized by the 
notch in the upper left corner of the 
upper serif. This same die developed a 
die crack downward from the left side of 
the fasces, across the butt of the branch 
to the rim; still later, a die crack formed 
on the obverse below the truncation of 
the bust at left of the date. One die used 
for the Philadelphia strikings also 
developed an obverse die crack but If 
you see a 1916-D dime with a die crack 
on the obverse and none on the reverse, 
beware! The genuine D mintmark Is 
quite distinctive with a rather square 
shape and well defined serifs. Many of 
the added D's are poorly shaped and 
those that have the correct appearance 
are usually out of position. 




1909-S VDB Cent: The mintmark 
punch used for the San Francisco dies 
had equally sized serifs that were ver- 
tically parallel to each other, often with a 
tiny groove in the upper serif. The 1909-S 
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VDB cent mintmark usually has a tiny 
lump nestled in the lower back curve of 
the upper loop. Most of the added 
mintmarks examined so far have a nor- 
mal upper serif, but have a diagonal 


lower serif that is somewhat diagonally 
rounded and much larger than the serif. 
That same genuine mintmark punch was 
used on other coin dies, including the 
1915-S Pan-Pac $50 round. 



1942/41 Dime: When a 1 is added to a 
1942 dime, or a 2 added to a 1941 dime, 
the alteration often looks as obvious as it 


does in these photographs. The genuine 
overdate is sharp and crisp in 
appearance. Many of the genuine over- 
dates have a tiny dash-like die gouge 
between the upper portion of the 9 and 
4, and sometimes have several fine die 
polish marks running diagonally 
downward to the left of the 9 and 4.

As Assistant to the Executive Vice President Ken H alien beck got deeper and deeper 
into the mounds of complaints referred to the ANA and started calling himself the 
Dear Abby of numismatics, the idea was born that indeed some kind of public airingof 
complaints might aid both numismatic transactions and ANA members' under- 
standing of what role the association can play in settling a complaint. 


Sections three and four of the ANA bylaws cover activity which may be deemed 
justifiable of complaint and alternatives for subsequent ANA action. 


Section 3. 

(a) Any member violating the bylaws of the 
Association, committing any unethical act in 
his dealings with others, unjustly defaming 
the character of any other member, interfer- 
ing with the activities of the Association, 
committing a criminal offense, engaging in 
conduct unbecoming to a member, engaging 
in conduct prejudicial to the welfare of the 
Association, or falling to respond to official 
correspondence of the Association, shall be 
subject to expulsion or other disciplinary 
action as hereinafter provided. 

(b) The selling and/or trading by any 
member on three or more occasions of 
counterfeit or altered numismatic items 
irrespective of his lack of knowledge as to the 
authenticity thereof, may be deemed to 
constitute conduct unbecoming to a member 
and prejudicial to the welfare of the Associa- 
tion. 

(c) The selling and/or trading by any 
member on one or more occasions of 
counterfeit or altered numismatic items with 
knowledge as to the lack of authenticity 
thereof, shall be deemed to constitute con- 
duct unbecoming to a member and pre- 
judicial to the welfare of the Association. 

(d) The selling and/or trading of reproduc- 
tions generally accepted and collected by 
numismatists and not in any way mis- 
represented as genuine shall not be deemed 
to constitute conduct unbecoming to a 
member or prejudicial to the welfare of the 
Association. 

(e) The advertising or offering for sale or 
trade of any coin which has been whizzed, 
and which is represented to be of a higher or 
of a more nearly perfect condition than was 
the coin prior to It being whizzed, shall be 
deemed to constitute conduct unbecoming 
to a member and prejudicial to the welfare of 
the Association. A whizzed coin is one from 
which metal has been removed by one or 


more means, such as engraving, acid treat- 
ment, buffing, burnishing sandblasting, vapor 
honing or whisking with a brush of brass or 
other metal. 

Section 4. 

(a) Whenever it Is charged in writing and 
with particularity, by a person referred to 
herein as the Complainant, that any member, 
referred to herein as the Respondent, has 
engaged in or is engaging in the acts or 
practices described in Section 3 of this Article, 
the Association may initiate an investigation 
of such acts or practices. Investigation shall be 
undertaken by the Executive Vice-President 
or by personnel as he shall designate. 

(b) If the Executive Vice-President deter- 
mines after such investigation that it is not 
probable that the Respondent has engaged in 
or is engaging in the acts of practices des- 
cribed in Section 3 of this Article, he shall 
notify the Complainant of his determination. 
If he determines that such acts or practices are 
or have been engaged in, he shall. In ap- 
propriate cases, endeavor to eliminate such 
practices by Informal methods of conference, 
conciliation and persuasion. 

(c) If the Executive Vice-President fails to 
effect the elimination or reconciliation of the 
acts or practices complained of or if he 
determines that such efforts are inap- 
propriate, he shall: 

1. Refer the said Complaint to the Board 
for Its consideration not less than sixty (60) 
days after said referral. 

2. Notify the Respondent of the referral 
of the charge made against him and of the 
date set for the Board's consideration of the 
same by mailing a written copy or summary 
thereof by registered mall directed to him 
at the address last furnished to the Associa- 
tion or to another address acquired by said 
Respondent or others. A copy of this Article 
III of the Bylaws shall accompany said 
notice and shall serve as advice of the rights 
provided to a Respondent in such 
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proceedings and of the possible conse- 
quences of disciplinary proceedings under 
this section. 

(d) Upon the written application of the 
Respondent at any time prior to the con- 
sideration of the charge by the Board in 
session at the time and place given in the 
notice to the Respondent, said Respondent 
may request and shall be given a full and fairly 
conducted hearing before the Board on the 
charge brought against him. The Respondent 
shall be given ample time for preparation and 
presentation of a defense; shall have the right 
to cross-examine the witnesses who testify 
against him and to present witnesses in his 
own behalf. 


(e) In the absence of a request for a 
hearing pursuant to paragraph (d) hereof, the 
Board shall consider the Complaint upon 
such evidence as may appear from the Com- 
plaint, the Executive Vice-President's in- 
vestigation and such written defense or ex- 
planations as the Respondent may submit, 
and shall rule upon the same under such rules 
and regulations as it may adopt. 

(f) The Board may dismiss charges or it may 
censure, suspend or expel a Respondent. It 
may cause the results of its action and the 
grounds therefor to be published in the 
official magazine. Until the final decision of 
the Board, the Respondent shall continue in 
good standing. 


Since the ANA does not act as a police agency, disciplinary measures are limited to 
action by the board in the form of censure, suspension, or expulsion for which 
allegations must be proven in writing. Due to these limitations the ANA will not 
handle any situation involving two non-members. In complaints involving a non- 
member as either the complainant or accused, we will attempt to contact the non- 
member, depending on the particular circumstances of the complaint. 

The ANA also does not act as a collection agency; refusal of payment for received 
goods should be referred through your credit bureau. The inherent value of the 
ana's handling of complaints is its role as a mediator, an intermediary between 
conflicting parties who can offer an objective viewpoint. 


The particular complaint to be dis- 
cussed in this issue involves a man who 
advertised to buy silver halves at about 
triple face. Another man saw the ad and 
sent $100 face value of silver coins, 
insuring them for $100. After a couple of 
months, the seller complained he hadn't 
been paid. 

It was at this point the buyer sent a 
check for about $70 to the seller, with a 
note that the coins were poorly packed, 
there was no return address or name, 
and the package had arrived in a 
damaged condition. The seller was very 
Irritated and filed a complaint with the 
ANA, charging the buyer with trying to 
cheat him and demanding approximate- 
ly another $230. 

There are several important points to 
be brought out regarding this com- 
plaint. First of all, the coins should have 
been packaged much more securely and 
the package should have contained an 
invoice or list of some type along with 
the seller's name and return address. 
Secondly, the coins should have been 
insured for their full sales value of $300 


and not just face value of $100. Thirdly, 
the buyer should not have accepted a 
damaged insured package without some 
record of the damage being filed with 
the Postal Service so a claim could be 
filed. This wasn't done. 

After some additional checking of 
written documentation and some con- 
siderable thought, the complaint was 
settled by requesting the buyer to pay an 
additional amount of about $30. The 
logic for thi^ settlement was based upon 
the fact that the buyer should not have 
accepted the damaged package. The 
seller should have packaged his coins 
better, but more importantly, the seller 
should have insured his coins for their 
full $300 value. It didn't seem fair to 
require the buyer to pay $300 for coins 
the seller only insured for $100! 
Therefore the seller was to be reim- 
bursed for the $100 Insured value of the 
coins sent. 

Neither party was overjoyed with the 
settlement of this complaint, yet both 
learned a basic fact of business life the 
hard way.

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ANA Houston Convention Drawing Hotel Overflow 

''Attendance at the Houston ANA convention is going to be great/' says convention 
coordinator Ruthann Brettell, "if hotel reservations are an indicator." The four-unit 
Astro Village hotel complex, which set aside 800 rooms at group rates for 
conventioneers, reports it is sold out (except for a few suites) and room requests are 
being sent to the co-convention Shamrock Hilton Hotel. 


While the group rates are a bit higher 
at the grand old Shamrock Hilton, it does 
offer some advantages over the closer 
Astroworld complex. Since practically 
all travel to and from the Astrohall, 
where the bourse and exhibits will be 
housed, will be by free shuttle bus, the 
distance to the Shamrock is of little 
significance. 

It is a more prestigious hotel with a 
greater variety of dining and shopping 
facilities. One has the choice of an 
economical breakfast or snack at the 
drug store, or meals in several 
restaurants, including the well-known 
Trader Vic's. Outside the hotel itself 
there are several restaurants within a 
two to three block radius for additional 
variety.

Cards are now available from ANA 
headquarters for advance convention 
registration, or may be found 
enclosed with each copy of the June 
issue of The Numismatist. Use of this 
card will eliminate the time required to 
register when one gets to the conven- 
tion. Security guards will not admit 
anyone to the bourse and exhibit areas 
without a registration badge. 

In addition, advance registration 
gives greater assurance of getting the 
medal sets, medallic badges and various 
limited tour tickets one may want. The 
convention management stresses that 
this year there will be no post conven- 
tion ordering of medals or badges. 
Those who fail to order them In advance 
or wait until late In the convention 
definitely risk disappointment. Badges 
are $4 and medal sets (bronze and 
silver In plastic) are $18. 

However, even if you don't want to 
buy anything, you'll be doing yourself a 
favor to use the advance registration 
card. There'll be better things to do 
when you get to Houston than fill out 
registration cards.

■ Grading being a popular subject to talk 
over, perhaps some of you will find 
interest in the system used in an early 
1978 catalog of medals received from 
England. Only three basic grades are 
described. ''FDC, 'fleur de coin,' an 
exceptionally perfect medal. EF, ex- 
tremely fine, a piece virtually as struck. 
VF, very fine, a piece with wear and 
other signs of handling." Simple? 

Ah, but there's need fora modifier or 
two! So the prefix N for "nearly" and G 
for "good" are employed, but not just as 
I'd have expected. "A medal described 
as being GVF would be better than very 
fine but not as nice as If it were described 
as EF. A slightly better specimen might 
be described as NEF." 

The highest priced piece, a bit over 
$800, was described as "GVF/NEF, very 
small rim nick, a most pleasing medal." 
Simple! And probably accurate. 

■ Does this design remind you of a 
recent regular issue United States coin? 
The photo is of an award medal de- 
signed by Victor D. Brenner in 1909 for 
the Art Institute of Chicago. It is entirely 
possible that his contemporary, sculptor 
Flermon MacNeil, saw this medal prior 
to producing his design, one of several 
submitted, for the standing liberty 
quarter of 1916. 



■ "Just as the connoisseur of food is 
interested in cook books, in how the 
delectable dishes are prepared, so the 
print lover is interested In the technique 
of the graphic arts, the 'cookery' of fine 
prints." Carl Zigrosser In The Book of 
Fine Prints. 

This Interesting precept can, and 
should, be applied to other activities,'' 
especially to other fields of collecting. 
Your old coins, her precious fairy lamps, 
my old art medals — we'll all appreciate 
them more if we know their 
backgrounds, how they were made, and 
other related information. So study up 
on your prized collectibles; there's lots 
more to know about them than how 
much they're worth. 

■ Ask any intelligent human animal with 
whom you come in contact what the 
most important thing in the world is and, 
if an honest person, the answer probably 
will be "me," or "I am." Don't blame 
him, or her; that is the true answer to 
your question. We're built that way! 
FHowever, even though we must feel that 
way, we should show a measure of 
humility and not parade our egomania 
unseemly. I'll cite an actual example that 
appeared recently in a numismatic 
publication. 

It was a short letter to the editor from a 
retired Floridian coin collector, praising 
the particular publication. There were 
eight short to medium length sentences 
that the typesetter arranged In five 
paragraphs. The personal pronoun "I" 
appeared six times in the eight 
sentences, and as the first word in all 
except the last paragraph. In addition, 
"me" was used three tirhes In the letter. 

It was a fine example of how NOT to 
compose a letter.

Playing Card Money 


of 

Canada 



As early as 1361 playing cards were known in France, and their rapidly growing 
popularity knew no class distinction. Indeed, France became the chief card 
manufacturer in Europe, exporting them to England, Italy, and Spain, as well as other 
countries. In design, the early cards were simple, a pack having 52 cards of four suits 
designated by cups, swords, coins, and batons. Their plain backs made them handy for 
writing invitations or messages, or, cut up they emerged as admittance tickets or 
calling cards. 


Israel’s Biblical Birthright 
Commemorated for 30th Anniversary 


The unique relationship between the Jewish people and the land of Israel is commemorated In 
medalllc art form by The Judaic Heritage Society on the occasion of Israel's 30th Anniversary of 
Independence. 

The Land of Israel Medal symbolizesthe covenant between God and Abram with the promise, 
“Unto thy seed will I give this land." (Genesis 12:7); when the Land of Canaan became the 
Promised Land, Abram's name became “Abraham, "literally “father of a multitude of nations." 
(Genesis 17:5) 

The medal portrays the Israelites returning with the fruits of the Promised Land, a cluster of 
first-ripe grapes so large and heavy that it had to be borne “upon a pole between two." The work 
is lyrically portrayed by sculptor Elizabeth Jones under commission by the Society. A stylized 
“30" woven into the medal design highlights the hopefulness of Jewish renaissance, reaching out 
both to the past and to the future from the vantage point of Israel's 30th Anniversary of 
Independence. The reverse of the medal bears the quotation “ ...Israel In the land of Canaan" 
(Numbers 34:29), together with a stylized rendition of the emblem of the State of Israel. 

Robert Weber, President of The Judaic Heritage Society, who created the concept for “The 
Land of Israel," comments that the motif “memorializes the relationship between the people of 
Israel and the land of Israel." He describes the spirit of renaissance conveyed by the medal as 
expressing how Israel has not only survived thirty years of hostility, but has come close to the 
fulfillment of the Biblical prophesy that “Israel shall become a light unto the nations." 

The Land of Israel is being issued in limited editions of 3,000 medals in solid bronze, 2 inch 
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when France colonized Canada, card playing was to become especially popular 
with the troops stationed there. Then in 1682 a crisis developed when the annual pay 
ship did not arrive to compensate the soldiers, which was compounded by an extreme 
shortage of money among the general population. Jacques de Meulles, the intendent 
in charge of the colony, thought to Issue written promises; however, no suitable paper 
or printing materials were available. The only substitute at hand was the supply of 
playing cards imported from the mother country, and the ingenious de Meulles 
issued them as a means of troop payment. To prevent counterfeiting, they were 
stamped with an official seal of arms and were signed by the governor and the 
^ intendent. A proclamation issued simultaneously made them legal for use by the 

military and the colonists, forbade people to refuse them in payment, and set forth 
rigid punishment for forgery. 

[ Playing card money was issued in various multiples of the sol and livre. Cut and 

f whole cards appeared, the shape often designating the value. Of necessity and 

I convenience they became the leading currency of Canada from the years 1685 to 1760.

Another good title for this book 
would be ''An Encyclopedia of Paper 
Money." Along with information on 
various aspects of collecting paper 
money, the history of paper money, 
emergency Issues and a chapter on 
"Oddities," are included such items as 
stamp money, proofs, and specimens, 
counterfeits, and overprints. Most of the 
book, however, is an alphabetical listing 
of countries, current and defunct, which 
have Issued paper money. The Informa- 
tion given for each country Includes the 
names and equivalent denomination of 
the nation's currency, a short history of 
the currency, and an approximate price 
the collector can expect to pay for notes 
of the country. Short bibliographies are 
given for some of the countries, and at 


the end of the book is a general 
bibliography by subject and a glossary. 

Although the author views this book 
as bridging the gap between the begin- 
ning and advanced collector. It would 
seem to provide a quick reference for 
anyone interested in paper money.

MEDALS OF THE UNITED STATES MINT, THE 
FIRST CENTURY, 1792-1892, by R. W. Julian. 
1977. 424p. Ulus. Hard cover. Token and 
Medal Society. (Available from N. Neil Harris, 
P. O. Box 951, Colorado Springs, CO 80901.)

A recent award winner at the Chicago 
Book Fair, R.W. Julian's masterful work 
on medals of the U.S. Mintduring Its first 
century is a quality publication which 
both numismatists and bibliophiles will 
be proud to include on their shelves. 
After an extensive study of the Mint's 
original records and documents over 
nearly a five year period, the author has 
presented the first concise, definitive 
catalogue of medals struck by the Mint 
from 1792 to 1892. 

Introductory material includes a 
general history of the Mint including 
production techniques, definition of 
terms used, an explanation of the book's 
limitations, and the bibliography. The 
catalog is divided into sections accord- 
ing to the medals subject such as Assay 
Commission Medals, Indian Peace 
Medals, and Presidential Medals, and 
the lettering system is based on this 
division. The majority of the pieces are 
illustrated, with the occasional inclusion 
of a line drawing of the design. 
Background information on the medal 
design and striking add color to the 
technical description. 

As a further aid to the serious student. 
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several tables and indexes follow the 
catalog. Conversion tables show the 
relation of grains to grams and sixteenths 
of an inch to millimeters. Mintage 
records for each medal are provided by 
year in each metal, along with yearly 
totals in each metal. Using Loubat's 
original catalog numbers a cross- 
reference is provided for the corres- 
ponding U.S. Mint list number, Betts 
number, U.S. Mint Catalog (1914) 
number, and the Julian number. An 
index is given for both medals and 
artists, but there may be some confusion 
In the use of section and medal numbers 
rather than page numbers. 

Often hampered by a limited budget, 
it is rare when the numismatic 
cataloguer can fully unleash his imagina- 
tion in presenting his material In a 
manner which illustrates his own 
fascination in the subject. In this book, 
art and heritage are illuminated not only 
by the medals of the Mint's first century, 
but in their presentation as well. Let us 
hope that more authors and 
organizations in the field can find the 
dedication and the funds to enrich our 
numismatic libraries as this book has.

If you are familar with Mr. Heath's 
book. Commemorative Medals of 
Massachusetts Cities and Towns, you will 
realize what a valuable reference this 
sister book is. Towns are listed 
alphabetically and each medal Is 
numbered and listed under the town for 
which it was Issued. Information given 
includes a description of the obverse 
and reverse with the Inscription, and in 
most cases an illustration, which, while 
lacking in quality, is sufficient for pur- 
poses of identification. 

Also included, when known, are the 
metal used, size, edge design or letter- 
ing, quantity minted, price when Issued, 
the manufacturer, and the issuing 
organization or individual. A section 
entitled ''Notes" lists the designer when 
known and any Information known 


about the historical background of the 
design and the town where the medal 
was issued. The majority of the medals 
listed were issued during the 1960's and 
'70s; however, in an effort to be com- 
plete, occasional medals are listed from 
as early as 1911.

Beginning 
with the 1911 George V pattern, the 
author presents a comprehensive list of 
Canadian silver and nickel dollars to 
date, including the 1911 lead pattern 
found in 1977. In addition to excellent 
aaual size and enlarged photos, infor- 
mation for each coin includes the 
designers, the obverse legend, 
diameter, weight, composition, edge 
pattern, quanity produced and issued, 
and the present market value for several 
grades. There are short histories for 
many of the coins along with 
photographs and descriptions of 
varieties for the different types. Especial- 
ly helpful might be the photo grading 
guide which pictures the obverses of 
each monarch's coins separately and lists 
the points of wear.

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INTERNATIONAL PAPER MONEY SHOW 
Memphis Coin Club 
Memphis. Tennessee June 2-4. 1978 


The Bureau of Engraving and Printing issued a souvenir card in conjunction with the Bureau's 
exhibit participation at the Memphis Coin Club's International Paper Money Show held in 
Memphis, Tennessee, June 2-4. The subject of the card is an engraving depicting the discovery of 
the Mississippi by Hernando De Soto. The vignette, printed from a plate prepared from the 
original master die, first appeared on the reverse of the $10 National Bank Note of the First 
Charter Period (Act of February 25, 1863), and subsequently appeared on the reverse of the $500 
Federal Reserve Note, Series 1918. 

In 1541, De Soto and his band of conquistadors, in their march toward the Gulf of Mexico, 
discovered the Mississippi River which they called ''Rio del Espiritu Santo" (River of the Holy 
Spirit). The name "Mississippi" is attributed to the Algonquian Indians who, in their language, 
called the River "MissI Sipi," meaning Great River. The model for the vignette is from a painting 
by W. H. Powell which presently hangs in the Capitol Rotunda, Washington, D.C. Frederick 
Girsch engraved the vignette In 1869. 

Cards are priced at $1 .75 each and are available by mail order from the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. The souvenir card will be withdrawn from sale on August 30, or upon depletion of stock, 
whichever occurs sooner. 

Customers are requested not to send cash with their orders. Mall orders, accompanied by 
remittance in the form of check or r^oney order made payable to the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, should be addressed to: Memphis '78 Souvenir Card, Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
Washington, DC 20228.

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RUSSIA — Moscow 1980 Olympic Coins Debut in North America 



The first in a series of silver, gold and platinum Moscow 1980 Olympic 
Commemorative Coins, which include the first proof coin sets minted in the Soviet 
Union, is now available in limited quantities in the United States and Canada. The 
initial series consists of six silver coins and one gold coin. 

The six silver coins — the first silver roubles minted since 1924 — include one 10- 
rouble coin with the official symbol of the Moscow 1980 Olympic Games and a map of 
the USSR. The other 10-rouble coin portrays a scene of Moscow, host city for the 
Olympic Games. The four 5-rouble coins have designs symbolizing the four cities that 
will host Olympic events: Kiev, Russia's medieval capital; Leningrad, home of the 
winter palace; Minsk, the Byelorussian capital, and Tallin, on the Baltic, which will 
host the sailing events. 

All silver coins are .900 fine silver with each 10-rouble coin weighing 33.3 grams and 
measuring 39 mm in diameter, each 5-rouble coin 16.67 grams and 33 mm. The Soviet 
Union is minting a maximum of 450,000 of each of the six silver coins, including both 
proof and uncirculated qualities for worldwide distribution, making this the most 
limited of all modern Olympic coin issues (100,000 are reserved for distribution In 
the Soviet Union and other socialist countries). 

The gold coin, .900 fine and having a face value of 100 roubles, shows Moscow's 
103,000-seat Lenin stadium. Each coin weighs 17.28 grams and measures 31 mm in 
diameter. Production of this first gold coin is limited to a maximum worldwide 
distribution of 130,000, including proof and uncirculated quantities (30,000 are 
reserved for distribution in the Soviet Union and other socialist countries). 

On the obverse of each coin Is a raised image of the State Emblem of the USSR, the 
inscription ''USSR" in Cyrillic script and the coin's face value. All coins are legal 
tender in the USSR. 

Limited Mintage 

Because of the Soviet Union's strict production limits, mintage figures for the first 
silver series will be considerably lower than the first issue of 1976 Canadian Olympic 
commemorative coins. The Soviet Union is issuing less than one-third the number of 
first series silver coins minted in Canada in 1976. Similarly, per gold coin, the Soviet 
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Union is minting approximately one tenth the number of gold coins issued by the 
Canadians. 

In all, there will be a 28-coin silver collection, a six-coin gold collection and a five- 
coin platinum collection. All proof quality silver coins are available in 28-coin 
collections by subscription through direct mail. All proof quality gold and platinum 
coins will also be available individually, as well as in collections. Uncirculated coins in 
individual series will be available through a network of numismatic dealers. 

The remaining silver, gold and platinum coins will be issued by series in multiple 
Issues until the Games take place in 1980.

UNITED STATES — Coin Exhibit Opens at the Old Mint Museum 

A complete collection of silver United States commemorative coins went on public 
display at the Old Mint Museum in San Francisco, California, on June 8. The collection 
spans the commemorative coin period from the 1893 Isabella quarter dollar, honoring 
Christopher Columbus and struck for the World's Columbian Exposition in Chicago, 
to the 1954 Washington-Carver half dollar, memorializing two prominent black 
Americans — Booker T. Washington, educator and founder and first president of 
Tuskegee Institute, and George Washington Carver, agricultural scientist and 
discoverer of some 300 uses for soybeans, peanuts, sweet potatoes, and cotton waste. 

United States commemorative coins are prized for their artistry and historical and 
cultural significance. Each one is an engraved reminder in metal of a milestone in our 
national life. Among the historical events featured in the collection are those that pay 
tribute to the landing of the pilgrims at Plymouth, Massachusetts; famous battles of 
the American Revolutionary War and the Civil War;the Sesquicentennial of American 
Independence; and numerous statehood celebrations. The Marquis de LaFayette, the 
titled Frenchman Congress commissioned a major general during the American 
Revolution; Daniel Boone, the immortal frontiersman; and the pioneers who braved 
the 2000-mile Oregon Trail are among the many historical personages featured in the 
designs. 

The silver commemorative coin collection Is on loan to the Old Mint Museum from 
a member of the Pacific Coast Numismatic Society. It Is to be housed in a coin vault 
along with a collection of memorabilia of the Panama-Pacific International Exposition, 
tokens and paper money previously donated to the museum by the California State 
Numismatic Association.

Berry Confirmed BEP Director 

Michael Blumenthal, Treasury 
Secretary, confirmed the selection of 
acting director Seymour Berry to the 
position of director of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing on May 18. En- 
compassing a career with the bureau 
that has spanned 36 years, Seymour 


started as an apprentice plate printer in 
1942 and has held such positions as 
superintendent of the examining divi- 
sion, chief of the offices of securities 
processing, and assistant administration 
director. As BEP director. Berry will be in 
charge of the 3200 workers in the District 
of Columbia who design and produce 
United States postage stamps, paper 
money, public debt securities,and other 
security and financial papers. 

A veteran of World War II (the only 
interruption In his service to the BEP), 
Berry completed his bachelor's degree 
in government at George Washington 
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University in 1951 and went on to cap- 
ture top honors in its law school when 
he completed legal training two years 
later. He was admitted to the bar before 
the U.S. Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia Circuit, the U.S. District 
Court for the District of Columbia, and 
the Court of Appeals of Maryland, and is 
a member of the District of Columbia, 
American, and Federal bar associations. 

The 55 year old Seymour is a native of 
Brooklyn, N.Y., is married, and has two 
daughters. 

Treasury Transfers Currency Collection 
to Smithsonian Institution 

The Treasury Department recently 
transferred to the Smithsonian a collec- 
tion of 800 pieces of U.S. currency with a 
face value of more than half a million 
dollars. Many of the pieces of currency 
are rare and the numismatic value of the 
collection is incalculable, according to 
O.H. Tomkinson, Deputy Assistant 
Commissioner for Banking and Cash 
Management In the Treasury 
Department's Bureau of Government 
Financial Operations. 

The formal transfer of the collection 
took place at 2 p.m. on May 17 in the 
reception suite of the National Museum 
of History and Technology, Constitution 
Avenue between 12th and 14th St. N.W. 
Deputy Secretary Robert Carswell 
represented the Treasury Department 
while the collection was accepted for 
the Smithsonian by John Jameson, Assis- 
tant Secretary for Administration. 

The collection, with a face value of 
$578,365.79 includes at least one note 
from nearly every issue of currency 
between the Civil War and the early 
1960's. The earliest item in the collection 
is an Interest bearing note yielding 7 
3/10 percent with a face value of $51.82, 
issued by the Treasury In 1861. The 
collection includes several unissued 
notes of each of four denominations of 
Gold Certificates, Series 1934. This series 
was Issued only to Federal Reserve Banks 
In exchange for gold the banks turned 
over to the Treasury and Includes the 
only $100,000 note issued. This series was 
recently added to the collection. 

According to Mr. Tomkinson, the 



$10 Demand Note, one of the finest examples 
of United States currency issued by the 
Treasury Department. This note was issued in 
1861 and is one of the only series of United 
States currency that neither bears the 
Treasury seal nor the names of the two 
officials over whose name they were issued. 
Rather, they were signed by a large staff of 
Treasury clerks who signed their own names 
for the officials. Earlier printings of these 
notes omitted the words "for the" and these 
words had to be handwritten. Such notes are 
very rare.

Harold S. Bareford who was born in 
Millville, New Jersey, eighty-four years 
ago, died suddenly on April 10, 1978.

We just received our 1978 Proof Set and will have to return it. The penny is badly 
scratched on the obverse and has marks or something on the reverse. The half has 
some marks on the obverse. I always through the idea of Proof Sets was that the coins 
were perfect with no marks, scratches, or finger marks on them. When we first started 
getting Proof Sets they cost $2.10, with perfect silver coins. Now they cost $9.00 with 
clad coins complete with scratches, finger marks and other marks on them. I realize 
that production costs have gone up, but this is ridiculous, especially when the quality 
of the coins goes down, both In materials and quality of workmanship. In the last four 
years we have returned 2 Proof Sets and otherwise disposed of 5 others because they 
wereso messed up we didn't want to keep them.Why can't something be done about 
this? Thank you for listening.

Some who will attend will be pleased with the earlierdates — well before the 
opening of schools In most areas.

Preliminary plans call for most meetings and social and educational events to 
be held in Stouffer's which will be the headquarters hotel. Probably most 
dealers will want to stay in the Sheraton because of its proximity to the bourse 
area in the convention center.
